Coming home at the appointed time 
he arranged for the operation. Out 
there on the brush farm in a two- 
rocm house, he prepared one of the 


rooms aS an emergency hospital, and © - 
with Mrs, Will Powell as first dassist-' | 
ant and his wife as anaethetizer, and « 
in the presence of some twenty doc- ;— 
tors invited to witness it, he perform-, 
ed the first caesarian section ever done | 


in Iowa, and the first successfully done 
in the United States. The mother and 
also the infant Iived, Twice after that 
he performed the same operation on 
Mrs. Pattee with success. 

He moved with his family to Cres- 
ton in 1906 and established a hospital. 
He was joined inthis enterprise by his 
sons, Dr, Orio and Dr. Cleve Coak- 
ley, who like their father were natural 
born surgeons, In eleven years they 
performed 2,605 major operations with 
a death loss of but fourteen. This was 
u loss of one-half of one per cent, 

He died in Creston July 16, 1926.
